They cat 
the telegraph wires, carried off the operators, and 
paroled n unmber of ofllcers who happened to be 
fn tho place, for What purpose i not known, Later 
tn tho day, Gen. Steinwehr, in command of 
Gen. Sigel’s ndyance, attucked the RoQols and cap- 
torod the place, In conseqnence of this ocourronce 
thers waa no tolegraphio communication with Gen 
Bornsido during the day. The wires wero onbe 
quently restored, and, commapication was récstnb- 
lished between Gon. Burnsido's Headquarters and 
tho capital, 


—A ¥redericksburg correspondent saya that the 
sholling 6f the city did not result in lose of life t« 
any of the citizens who re: ‘They took shel- 
ter in their collars, and in some sauces the boures 
wero riddled over their heade, Nearly a dozen fami- 
Mes took shelter in the large basement of the bouso 
of Mre.

—Further information from the expedition unuer 
Gev. Hovey to cut the Missiesippi Central and Mis- 
risippi aud Tonncesco Railroads, states that our forces 
had three fighte—tirct, at the Tullahatebio; second, at 
the Yockney; third, near Onkland—in all of which 
sve were anccessful. The last was severe. We drove 
the enemy in every instance, and occupied the ground. 
Wo did not lose o man. 
with important dispatches, ng that the R 
would makea fight at Big Block. The ex 
consisted of 6,000 infantry under Gen, A. P. Hove 
and 2,000 cavalry under Gen. Washburn. It etar ed 
from Delta on’Fridsy morning, and marched 
twenty miles tho first dey. On the second 
day, aboat noon, itetrack the Coldwater streum, 
which it followed to ita mouth, reaching it tbat 
night, Where the infontry, under Gen, Hovey, re- 
wijaed. Onthe next day, Saturday, Geo, Waeh- 
bora, with the cavelry, pushed forward, and on 
Sunday strock the Missigsippi Central Road, five or 
six milos cboyo Gronadn, toward Holly Springs, 
where they tore up the track and burned two 
bridges. While there, Gen, Washburn loarned that 
the Rebels were in force at Grenada, and fortified. 
Ilo therefore determiacd not to go to Grenada, 
bat, instead, fall back to Hurdeo's Station on the 
Missiasippi and Tennesseo Railroad. Thore the 
General destroyed the railroad so that it will take a 
month to repair it, Gen, Washburn then fell back 
tyelve miles to the month of Coldwater. On Tucs- 
day he wont to Panola and* burat several bandred 
yards of bridgo and trestle work, after which bo fell 
back to the infautry under Gen. Hovey, at the 
mouth of Coldwater. Other accounta state that 
Grenada had been evacuated by tho Rebels, avi that 
Gen. Washborne might bave occupied it withont 
opposition. Gon. Hovey returned to Friar’s Point, 
ea the Mirzlcsippi River, on Sunday, the 7th inst. 
Two hundred nogroes returned with him, 25 of 
whom be found chained in a cane-brake, During 
the expodition the Unionista killed, wounded and 
captured 160, with a loss of only 4 men, 
—be Union steamor Lake City was burned at 
Concordia, Ark., on the 8th it. Next day 42 
housea wore burned in Concordia by the U. 8. boat 
De Boto, The Concordinns claimed to be innocent 
of the burning of the Lako City.
